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A  MOVING  DEMONSTRATION 

It  was  about  10  o’clock  at  night.  I  was 
working  at  my  desk,  with  my  window 
open  to  Patterson  Street.  Orderly  dem¬ 
onstrations  had  been  happening  in  Eu¬ 
gene  all  that  day.  From  12  stories  up,  I 
heard  a  man’s  calm  voice  giving  instruc¬ 
tions  that  I  could  almost  understand.  I 
went  to  my  window,  and  looked  down  at 
the  intersection  of  11th  and  Patterson. 

A  few  cars  had  stopped  at  the  light 
on  11th,  and  many  people  were  milling 
around  quietly  in  the  intersection.  The 
man  gave  them  instructions.  ‘'Lie  down 
on  your  stomachs.  Eight  minutes  and  46 
seconds.” 

They  filled  the  intersection  and  part 
of  11th,  lying  closely  packed  together, 
face  down  on  the  street.  There  was  to¬ 
tal  silence.  Their  bodies  were  illumi¬ 
nated  by  the  headlights  of  the  first  car 
that  stopped  on  11th.  The  traffic  light 
made  the  only  slight  sound,  turning  red, 
green,  red,  green. 

I  had  watched  the  video  of  George 
Floyd’s  death,  just  once.  I  remembered 
it  as  I  sent  my  energy  down  tojoin  those 
demonstrators.  I  cried,  quietly.  The 
leader’s  voice  and  the  voice  of  a  woman 
gave  the  demonstrators  directions. 
They  got  up,  quietly,  and  moved  on 


down  11th,  chanting.  I  watched  them  go. 
I  no  longer  have  the  stamina  to  march  in 
demonstrations,  but  it  felt  very  power¬ 
ful  that  I  was  able  tojoin  that  one  from 
my  study  window.

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HINTS  AND  ALLEGATIONS 

Last  week’s  article  in  Eugene  Weekly 
about  the  WOW  Hall  contained  false  and 
inaccurate  statements  about  Friends 
of  WOW  Hall  (FOWH),  the  voting  pro¬ 
cess  and  events  surrounding  the  annual 
membership  meeting. 

FOWH  views  the  WOW  Hall  as  one  of 
our  most  treasured  community  owned 
resources  and  wants  to  save  it  by  making 
it  more  accessible  to  all.  The  article  de¬ 
scribes  FOWH  as  “wanting  to  make  drastic 
changes  to  the  longtime  music  stalwart.” 

In  fact,  FOWH  proposes  modest 
changes  compared  to  the  400  percent 
budget  deviations  under  the  current 
board.  Spending  $70,000  from  the  re¬ 
serve  fund  in  just  two  years  to  make  pay¬ 
roll  is  drastic  compared  to  the  conserva¬ 
tive  budget  FOWH  proposed  while  the 
hall  is  closed  by  the  pandemic.  FOWH 
wants  to  bring  the  WOW  back  to  its  char¬ 
tered  tax  exempt  uses  as  it  has  operated 
for  most  of  the  time  the  Community  Cen¬ 
ter  for  the  Performing  Arts  has  existed. 
Music  shows  would  continue  but  more 
culturally  diverse  educational  program¬ 
ming  for  all  ages  would  return. 

Despite  past  and  present  divisions,  we 


must  now  come  together  to  elect  a  com¬ 
petent  WOW  board.  That  board  must  be 
capable  of  meeting  difficult  challenges 
like  the  COVlD-19  shutdown  and  the  hall’s 
negative  income  trajectory  in  recent 
years.  The  current  WOW  board  should 
work  with  FOWH  to  mutually  ensure 
that  the  next  meeting  on  Sept.  8  is  fairly 
facilitated  and  include  a  safe,  secure  and 
transparent  election  of  the  new  board.

For  the  Birds 

THE  CASCADES  RAPTOR  CENTER  IS  HAVING  ITS  BUSIEST  YEAR 


On  June  26,  after  three  months  away, 
1  returned  to  the  Cascades  Raptor 
Center.  1  looked  forward  to  resuming 
volunteer  work  in  the  wildlife  hospital.  1 
also  wondered  if,  after  three  months  at 
home,  1  still  knew  how  to  handle  a  bird. 
Working  with  injured  wildlife  is 
tricky.  None  of  the  animals  you  meet  are  there  because 
they  thought  it  was  a  day  spa.  Handling  a  wild  raptor  to 
provide  medical  care,  whether  it’s  a  great  horned  owl  or 
an  American  kestrel,  requires  a  careful  approach  and 
regular  practice. 

It  takes  confidence  and  delicacy  to  keep  a  bird  safely 
tucked  between  your  arms  while  ensuring  its  talons  remain 
clear  of  your  teammates’  hands  so  they  can  perform  an 
exam  or  give  medicine.  Osprey  can  be  especially  difficult; 
imagine  wrangling  an  unruly  umbrella  that  refuses  to 
stay  closed  and  has  eight  hook-shaped  talons  where  the 
handle  should  be. 

As  1  walked  into  the  new  expanded  wildlife  hospital, 
one  thing  was  clear:  I’d  need  to  revive  my  handling  skills 
quickly,  because  we  were  full. 

Summer  is  always  a  busy  time  for  wildlife  rehab.  At 
the  Raptor  Center,  we  see  a  lot  of  young  birds  that  are 
displaced  from  their  nest  or  juveniles  that  left  the  nest 
only  to  be  caught  by  a  cat  or  fly  into  a  window.  We  saw  78 
birds  in  June,  a  record  month  for  our  hospital. 

June  2017  had  previously  set  the  record  with  66  patient 
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intakes.  With  a  record  number  of  birds  coming  through 
our  hospital  this  year,  the  question  on  everyone’s  mind 
is,  “Are  we  seeing  more  birds  because  of  the  COVlD-19 
pandemic?” 

“People  are  probably  doing  more  in  their  yards,”  says 
Louise  Shimmel,  the  Cascades  Raptor  Center  executive 
director,  “but  there’s  also  a  huge  variation  year  to  year.” 
In  short,  we  can’t  know  for  sure. 

What  we  do  know  is  that  amid  the  ongoing  crises,  the 
community  is  still  taking  the  time  to  help  wildlife  and  has 
helped  us  provide  care  to  297  birds  as  of  Aug.  16.  That 
is  the  total  number  of  patient  intakes  the  center  had  in 
2019.  The  entire  staff  at  the  Cascades  Raptor  Center  is 
grateful  for  everyone’s  support. 

Like  most  organizations,  the  Raptor  Center  took  safety 
precautions  to  limit  the  potential  exposure  of  staff  to  the 
coronavirus.  A  great  many  jobs  have  adapted  to  using 
Zoom  and  other  software  to  facilitate  remote  work,  but 
training  and  feeding  an  eagle  over  video  chat  just  isn’t 
feasible.  So  the  staff  decided  to  reduce  the  number  of 
people  on-site  and  temporarily  furloughed  the  volunteer 
crew.  Overnight,  the  center’s  animal  care  team  fell  from 
the  equivalent  of  17  full-time  employees  to  just  seven. 

“We  have  an  amazing  group  of  hardworking  staff,” 
bird  curator  Kit  Lacy  says.  “From  our  administrative 
staff  making  sure  we  have  funds  to  continue  operating  to 
the  people  that  were  here  every  day,  day  in  and  day  out, 
to  take  care  of  these  animals.”  Lacy  points  out  that  the 


Raptor  Center  is  a  community-supported  organization; 
we  don’t  receive  government  funding. 

According  to  Shimmel,  education  programs,  admissions 
and  gift  shop  sales  constitute  an  average  of  40  percent 
of  the  center's  total  revenues.  “That’s  a  big  chunk  we’re 
missing  for  the  busiest  part  of  the  year,"  she  adds. 

After  closing  at  the  end  of  March,  the  Raptor  Center 
reopened  to  the  public  June  2  with  social-distancing  measures 
in  place.  All  visits  must  be  booked  online  to  reduce  crowds, 
and  masks  are  required,  following  the  governor’s  order.  If 
you’ve  been  feeling  cooped  up  at  home  and  are  ready  to  get 
outdoors,  it’s  a  perfect  time  to  schedule  a  visit  to  the  Raptor 
Center.  Puck,  one  of  our  American  kestrel  ambassadors  who 
is  known  for  flying  to  the  front  of  his  aviary  to  see  visitors, 
has  been  especially  excited  to  see  the  public  return. 

Our  ongoing  mission  is  to  foster  connections  between 
humans  and  wildlife  through  education  and  rehabilitation. 
Finding  opportunities  for  connection  is  important  right 
now.  1  hadn’t  realized  how  much  1  missed  it  until  1  came 
back.  Wildlife  medicine  is  never  easy.  There’s  a  lot  of  poop, 
and  many  birds  we  see  are  injured  beyond  recovery.  But 
every  day,  it  gives  me  hope. 

When  an  owl  is  hit  by  a  car,  or  a  Cooper’s  hawk  flies  into 
a  window,  we  simply  see  a  living  being  that  is  suffering  and 
deserves  care.  At  a  time  when  the  world  seems  divided  on 
every  issue,  helping  injured  wildlife  is  something  people  come 
together  to  do  purely  because  it  is  the  right  thing. 

If  you  find  an  injured  animal,  always  eontaet  your  loeal  wildlife 
rehabilitator  before  approaehing  it  If  you  find  a  bird  that  seems  to 
have  fallen  out  of  a  nest,  look  for  parents  nearby,  and  do  not  piek  up 
the  animal  unless  instrueted  to  do  so  by  a  wildlife  offieial  or  lieensed 
rehabilitator.

FORMER  BLACK  UNITY  LEADER  ISIAH  WAGONER  IS  RUNNING  FOR  MAYOR

On  Aug.  6,  Isiah  Wagoner  posted  a  Face- 
book  video.  It  was  the  day  after  a  grand 
jury  found  no  grounds  to  charge  Travis 
Waleri  with  crimes  related  to  hitting 
Wagoner  over  with  a  car  at  a  Black  Unity 
children’s  march.  Wearing  a  green  shirt 
with  images  of  President  Barack  Obama 
on  it,  Wagoner  said  in  the  video  he  was  feeling  unmotivated 
and  depressed.  As  the  video  continued,  his  mood  changed, 
and  he  said,  “We’re  going  for  the  mayor.” 

“I’m  a  Black  man  running,  and  it’s  not  from  the  police,” 
he  said.  “It’s  for  mayor.  Change  —  we’re  done  with.  We 
want  something  new.” 

Talking  with  Eugene  Weekly,  he  knows  his  write-in 
campaign  is  a  long  shot.  Mayor  Lucy  Vinis  avoided  a 
November  runoff  when  she  received  68  percent  of  the 
vote  in  May.  But  that  was  before  Eugene  —  and  the  rest 
of  the  U.S.  —  began  a  racial  reckoning  after  a  Minneapolis 
police  officer  killed  George  Floyd. 

So  Wagoner,  29  years  old,  says  his  campaign  isn’tjust 
about  winning  the  mayoral  seat,  because  he  wants  to 
remain  realistic.  It’s  about  increasing  his  name  recognition 
for  future  elections,  getting  people  registered  to  vote  and 
lobbying  for  change. 

In  the  event  of  an  election  night  miracle  in  which  he  wins 
the  mayoral  office,  he  says  he  wants  to  make  small  steps 
toward  police  reform.  He  would  do  this  with  increased 
funding  for  crisis  response  organizations,  which  would 
lessen  police  presence  on  the  streets.  He  also  wants  to  stop 
allocating  money  for  military-like  weapons  and  vehicles. 

“I’m  building  an  important  base  and  a  platform  to  stand 
on:  that  I’m  in  the  community  and  these  are  the  things  I’d 
like  to  see  and  hope  to  gain,  and  maybe  hold  the  current 
people  elected  in  office  accountable  for  those  changes,” 
Wagoner  says.  “If  I  don’t  see  those  changes  happen  the 
way  the  working  class  and  lower  working  class  and  people 
of  color  would  like  to  see  them,  then  I’ll  continue  to  fight 
that  fight.” 

The  city’s  elections  office  tells  EVE  that  a  write-in  can¬ 
didate  could  unseat  Vinis  in  the  November  election,  but 
the  office  has  never  seen  a  write-in  candidate  win  a  local 
election  in  the  past  20  to  25  years.  And  if  elected.  Wag¬ 
oner  would  be  the  first  Black  mayor  in  the  city’s  history. 

But  Wagoner  says  that  the  election  isn’tjust  an  attempt 
to  beat  Vinis. 

“It’s  not  about  me.  It’s  about  putting  someone  like 
me  in  the  solution  for  future  generations  to  say,  'It  can 
happen  here,  it  can  happen  anywhere,”’  he  says.  “It’s  like 
Obama.  It’s  important  for  people  of  color  to  hold  these 
positions  of  offices  to  show  our  younger  generations  that 
it’s  possible.” 

Although  Eugene’s  mayor  has  few  powers.  Wagoner 
says  if  elected,  he’d  use  his  voice  and  community  orga¬ 
nizing  experience  to  elevate  certain  voices  and  push  for 
changes  that  he  wants  to  amplify. 

He  says  he’d  advocate  for  more  affordable  housing 
in  Eugene  that  everyday  people  can  apply  for,  not  just 
through  Section  8  programs  or  St.  Vinnie’s.  And  he  says 
that  the  city  should  strive  for  more  low-barrier  shelters 
that  are  non-religious,  which  would  be  more  inviting  for 
secular  people. 

And  since  Black  Lives  Matter-related  protests  had 
police  reform  in  its  sights,  he’d  call  for  some  change, 
but  it  wouldn’t  look  like  dismantling,  as  some  protests 


groups  push  for. 

Wagoner  says  he’d  first  invite  all  of  the  crisis  response 
organizations  to  a  meeting  and  ask  how  to  fully  fund  them. 
He  envisions  inviting  not  just  CAHOOTS  but  also  non¬ 
profits  like  Womenspace,  New  Roads  and  Looking  Glass. 

“Fully  funding  some  of  the  crisis  response  teams  in 
this  town  by  lessening  the  plate  of  local  police  officials 
can  help  us  end  or  slow  the  war  on  drugs,”  he  says. 

He  advocates  for  putting  more  crisis  response  work¬ 
ers  on  the  street  to  help  people  who  are  going  through 
a  mental  health  crisis.  He  adds  that  tackling  the  city’s 
drug,  mental  health  and  homeless  problems  through 
these  organizations  is  a  way  to  take  on  police  funding,  too. 

“You’re  defunding  the  jail  beds  that  are  allocated  in 
those  funds,”  he  says.  “We  don’t  want  to  house  people 
in  jails  who  are  doing  drugs  —  we  want  to  house  them  in 
a  facility.” 

But  Wagoner  isn’t  too  soft  on  EPD.  He  says  he  wants 
to  reduce  police  presence  on  the  streets  but  not  totally 
defund  the  police.  He  adds  he’d  take  a  closer  look  at  EPD’s 
budget  and  question  the  purchasing  of  military-grade 
weapons  and  vehicles,  because  “playing  military  cop”  in  the 
streets  is  a  waste  of  funds  that  could  go  to  other  services. 

Wagoner  is  running  his  campaign  in  an  election  that 
could  have  a  huge  turnout  since  many  voters  will  be  mo¬ 
tivated  by  the  White  House  race.  In  2016, 53,940  voters 
either  voted  for  Vinis  or  a  write-in  candidate;  however. 


34,945  voters  left  it  blank,  known  as  an  undervote.  For 
Wagoner  to  win,  he  has  to  have  tens  of  thousands  of  voters 
write  his  name  in.  It’s  a  huge  ask  and  he  says  he  knows  it. 

He  says  ever  since  he  announced  his  mayoral  ambitions 
Aug.  6,  people  have  been  telling  him  that  they  support 
him  —  and  he’s  even  had  some  say  that  they’ve  registered 
to  vote  because  they  want  to  support  a  person  of  color 
to  political  office. 

“That  brought  me  to  tears,”  he  says.  “That’s  people 
who  believe  in  me.  It’s  a  great  thing  to  see.” 

Wagoner  says  he’s  aware  that  to  some  he’s  a  hero  and 
to  others  a  villain  for  things  he’s  said  in  the  past  —  but 
that’s  the  cost  of  being  in  the  public  eye. 

The  2020  race  is  the  first  step  of  his  political  career. 
Wagoner  works  in  financing  and  as  ayouth  camp  counselor 
for  the  YMCA.  He  says  if  his  2020  write-in  bid  doesn’t 
work  out,  he  has  his  eye  on  other  offices,  such  as  his  City 
Council  ward  or  former  Eugene  mayor  Jim  Torrey’s  4J 
seat.  Torrey  was  appointed  to  the  school  board  after 
losing  a  2018  election,  and  his  term  ends  June  30, 2021. 

But  he  says  he  wants  his  write-in  campaign  to  serve  as 
an  educational  purpose  for  voters  and  the  importance  of 
voting  during  the  primary  election. 

“If  I  can  encourage  and  register  2,000  more  voters, 
that’s  huge,”  he  says.  ■

•  On  Aug.  13,  news  spread  quickly  that  the  USPS  was  picking  up  maiiboxes 
in  Eugene  the  same  day  that  President  Donald  Trump  admitted  to  Fox  Business 
that  the  Postal  Service  wouldn’t  be  able  to  handle  vote  by  mail  without  COVID-19 
relief  money.  Head  over  to  EugeneWeekly.com  to  read  why  the  USPS  picked  up 
27  boxes  in  Eugene  (hint:  the  agency  says  it’s  not  Trump’s  fault).  But  there’s 
more  to  the  mail  drama.  A  FOIA  request  by  a  BuzzFeed  investigative  reporter 
reveals  USPS  letters  to  U.S.  secretaries  of  state  that  discuss  whether  voters 
will  receive  mail  ballots  in  time  to  receive,  complete  and  return  ballots  via  mail 
(Oregon’s  ballots  will  show  up  on  time  to  be  mailed).  And  on  Monday,  Aug.  27, 
Sen.  Ron  Wyden  signed  a  letter  along  with  Sens.  Bernie  Sanders,  Elizabeth 
Warren  and  Chuck  Schumer  to  demand  the  Postal  Board  of  Governors  reverse 
decisions  made  by  Postmaster  General  Louis  DeJoy,  a  Trump  donor.

•  Two  local  church  groups,  Asbury  Methodist  and  the  Unitarian  Church 
of  Eugene,  are  posting  homegrown  lawn  signs  around  town  saying  Save  the 
Post  Office;  they  encourage  others  to  do  the  same.  Contact  former  Eugene 
City  Manager  VickiElmer@aol.com  for  the  poster  template.

•  Springfield  Mayor  Christine  Lundberg  dropped  a  bombshell  when  she 
announced  on  the  weekend  of  Aug.  16  that  she  was  stepping  down,  ending  her  10- 
year  run  (she  was  appointed  by  Springfield  City  Council  in  2010  when  Sid  Leiken 
resigned  to  serve  as  county  commissioner).  Three  days  later,  we  found  out  that 
her  son,  Benjamin  Lundberg,  was  arrested  Aug.  18  on  10  counts  of  encouraging 
child  sex  abuse.  Per  the  city’s  charter,  Council  President  Joe  Pishioneri  will 
take  the  reins  until  a  new  mayor  is  appointed.  Since  it*ll  be  a  long  two  years 
until  Springfield  voters  decide  its  next  leader,  we  have  some  suggestions 
of  who  would  make  great  interim  mayors.  We  endorsed  Mike  Eyster  for  the 
primary,  which  apparently  Lundberg  used  against  him  during  the  campaign  trail 
by  telling  voters  he’ll  import  Eugene  values.  We  don’t  know  what  those  values 
are,  but  we  do  know  Eyster  has  dealt  with  tough  scenarios  while  serving  on  the 
Lane  Community  College  Board  of  Directors  and  has  worked  hard  for  Springfield 
from  his  time  as  Chamber  board  chair  to  serving  as  City  Club  of  Springfield 
president.  If  the  City  Council  wanted  to  build  bridges  with  its  growing  Latinx 
population,  it  could  appoint  Springfield  School  District  Board  Member  Emilio 
Hernandez,  a  former  migrant  worker  who  has  worked  closely  with  education  at 
the  local  and  state  levels.  Dr  if  the  City  Council  wanted  to  move  toward  tackling 
its  homelessness  crisis  with  more  empathy,  it  could  appoint  Kris  McAlister,  a 
homeless  advocate  who  ran  for  Ward  3  councilor  in  2016  and  2020. 


•  We’re  certain  Eugene’s  Cultural  Services  Division  meant  well  when  it 
produced  an  online  awards  ceremony  Aug.  14  as  part  of  its  Visual  Arts  Week  for 
the  three  most  popular  summer  art  shows  in  town,  the  Mayor’s  Art  Show,  the 
Salon  des  Refuses  and  the  Eugene  Biennial.

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Gas  Lighting  the 
First  Amendment 

EPD  LACKS  TRANSPARENCY  AFTER  TEAR  GASSING  A  JOURNALIST

e  wasn’t  with  the  crowd.  He  was  hold¬ 
ing  up  a  press  pass. 

On  May  31,  Eugene  Weekly  staff 
writer  Henry  Houston  says  his  con¬ 
stitutional  rights  were  violated  when 
the  Eugene  Police  Department  shot 
pepper  balls  and  threw  a  tear  gas 
canister  at  him  from  30  feet  away,  hitting  him  in  the 
chest  with  the  canister  as  he  held  up  that  press  pass 
yelling  that  he  was  ajournalist. 

Outraged  by  the  police  killing  of  George  Floyd  in 
Minneapolis,  protesters  in  Eugene  marched  through 
the  streets  during  the  last  weekend  of  May,  the  events 
leading  to  a  riot  and  then  curfews  the  following  nights. 
In  reporting  on  the  events,  journalists  followed  along. 

After  the  incident,  EPD  refused  to  release  records  on 
the  correct  use  of  tear  gas  and  other  riot  control  weapons, 
instead  sending  a  heavily  redacted  PDF  and  referencing 
general  policies  found  on  the  city’s  website. 

Houston  and  the  Civil  Liberties  Defense  Center  have 
filed  a  lawsuit  with  the  U.S.  Federal  District  Court  against 
EPD,  claiming  a  violation  of  constitutional  rights. 

Despite  the  lack  of  transparency,  EWs  investigation 
found  that  the  officers  may  have  violated  policies  on 
correct  uses  of  gas  munitions,  which  could  have  caused 
extensive  injury,  and  directly  violated  Houston’s  First 
Amendment  rights  of  the  freedom  of  the  press. 

Credentialed  Media 

After  the  chaotic  first  nights  of  protests.  City  Manager 
Sarah  Medary  enacted  a  curfew  of  midnight  for  downtown 
Eugene  on  May  31,  which  was  suddenly  changed  to  11  pm  only 
minutes  before  it  went  into  effect.  It  encompassed  the  entire 
city.  The  curfew  specifically  exempted  “credentialed  media.” 

People  continued  to  protest  after  curfew,  and  that 
night,  journalists  followed  EPD’s  armored  BearCat  while 
officers  told  protesters  to  disperse  over  a  loudspeaker  and 
shot  them  with  rubber  bullets  and  pepperballs. 

But  even  then  it  was  clear  EPD  would  not  distinguish 
between  reporters  and  others.  In  a  video  recorded  by  The 
Register- Guard,  an  EPD  officer  tells  a  group  of  journalists 
to  “roll  out.” 

An  RG  reporter  can  be  heard  saying  that  they  are 
journalists. 

“Doesn’t  matter,”  the  police  responded. 

Later  that  night,  Houston  began  following  the  BearCat 
in  a  parking  lot  near  the  University  of  Oregon  campus 
on  Alder  Street,  holding  up  his  press  pass  as  a  group  of 
about  20  protesters  ran  away.  The  loudspeaker  told  him 
to  disperse  and  he  yelled  back  that  he  was  ajournalist, 
filming  and  continuing  to  show  his  press  pass  seen  in  the 
distance  on  the  RG  video. 

The  BearCat  drove  near  Houston,  and  was  less  than 
30  feet  away  as  measured  by  the  width  and  number  of 
parking  spots,  visible  in  the  video.  He  was  hit  in  the  chest 
with  a  tear  gas  canister  as  it  spewed  gas,  and  shot  at  with 
pepper  balls  —  weapons  that  are  similar  to  paintballs,  but 
release  pepper  spray.  When  the  canister  hit  the  ground, 
sparks  flew  around  and  Houston  jumped  back.  In  the 
video  taken  on  his  phone,  he  shouted  again  that  he  was 
ajournalist.  The  lights  were  on  inside  the  vehicle. 

“1  can  see  you  smiling  at  me,”  he  said  in  horror  as  he 
ran  back  towards  the  other  journalists.  Houston  says  EPD 


threw  more  tear  gas  canisters  at  the  group  of  reporters 
as  the  BearCat  drove  away. 

“Reporters,  we’re  reporters,”  they  yell  in  the  video. 

No  Accountability 

After  Houston  was  tear  gassed,  he  reached  out  to  EPD, 
asking  why  police  were  ignoring  the  media  exception 
for  the  curfew.  In  response,  EPD  spokesperson  Melinda 
McLaughlin  wrote  in  an  email  to  EW that  he  was  subject 
to  risk  by  being  out  with  protesters. 

“While  1  feel  it  unfortunate  you  have  experienced 
this,  there  is  no  way  to  discern  whether  or  not  someone 
is  credentialed  media  if  they  are  embedded  or  mixed  in 
with  a  large  group  violating  curfew,”  she  wrote. 

Police  Commissioner  Sean  Shivers  says  that  allega¬ 
tions  against  officer  behavior  must  be  reviewed  every  60 
days.  Back  in  June,  he  told  EW  that  the  commissioners 
and  Civilian  Review  Board  have  requested  an  expedited 
process.  But  it's  been  more  than  two  months,  and  no 
information  has  been  released. 

The  day  after  he  was  gassed,  Houston  called  and  spoke 
with  Chief  Chris  Skinner,  who  apologized  for  the  incident. 
Medary  reached  out  to  EW  and  also  apologized.  Seeking  ac¬ 
countability  for  police  actions  and  use  of  tear  gas  on  May  31, 
EW  filed  a  public  records  request  with  EPD,  asking  for  their 
training  and  guidance  for  the  correct  usage  of  such  weapons. 

The  record  received  was  a  PowerPoint  PDF,  with  most 
of  the  bullet  points  redacted.  EPD  cited  ORS  192.345 
which  exempts  the  release  of  “records  or  information 
that  would  reveal  or  otherwise  identify  security  measures, 
or  weaknesses  or  potential  weaknesses  in  security  mea¬ 
sures,  taken  or  recommended  to  be  taken  to  protect  an 
individual,  buildings  or  other  property.” 

That  public  records  exemption  was  changed  in  2003 
from  “public  buildings”  to  all  buildings  and  individuals.  The 
reasoning  for  expanding  this  was  explained  in  a  Oregon 
House  Judiciary  Committee  meeting.The  bill  was  meant 
to  protect  buildings  after  the  9/11  terrorist  attacks,  spe¬ 
cifically  infrastructure  and  utilities.  The  committee  said 
it  did  not  want  to  go  too  far  with  the  exemption,  because 
“people  need  these  records.” 

Police  policies  are  not  mentioned  in  the  context  of 
the  records  exemption,  and  the  records  request  was  not 
geared  towards  individuals  or  buildings.  The  public  would 
be  served  by  having  the  information  on  EPD’s  training 
and  guidelines  for  the  use  of  tear  gas.  If  the  public  knew 
the  information,  such  as  the  de-escalation  processes  and 
when  an  officer  would  be  required  to  use  tear  gas,  it  could 
potentially  help  deter  a  riot  or  similar  instance. 

By  not  releasing  the  information  to  be  disseminated  to 
the  public,  EPD  shows  a  lack  of  transparency.  To  redact 
the  document  without  considering  the  public  interest 
or  citing  the  security  reasons  for  doing  so  is  to  hide  key 
information  that  can  hold  authorities  accountable. 

Incorrect  Usage 

Without  records  from  EPD  explaining  the  correct  usage 
of  those  weapons,  EW  set  out  to  find  its  own  information 
about  what  happened. 

Commissioner  Shivers  says  that  he  wouldn’t  be  sur¬ 
prised  if  policies  weren’t  followed  that  night: 

“It  wouldn’t  be  surprising  if  officers  aren’t  following 
policies.  Forty  percent  of  our  officers  are  under  five  years 


of  experience.” 

During  a  June  5  EPD  press  conference,  officers  ex¬ 
plained  some  of  the  weapons  they  use  in  crowd  control. 
EPD  buys  its  weapons  from  Combined  Systems,  a  weap¬ 
ons  company  based  in  Pennsylvania.  One  of  the  main 
munitions  they  use  is  a  CS  canister  grenade,  which  after 
the  pin  is  pulled,  breaks  into  three  separate  sections, 
releasing  gas  from  all  three. 

Michelle  Heiser  is  the  medical  director  of  Physicians  for 
Human  Rights,  a  global  non-governmental  organization 
that  uses  medicine  to  promote  human  rights.  She  says  that 
because  of  the  chemicals  in  tear  gas,  it  should  always  be 
used  as  a  last  resort.  She  adds  that  canisters  themselves 
can  be  used  as  a  weapon. 

“That  is  absolutely  against  international  and  national 
guidelines.  Tear  gas  canisters  are  never  supposed  to  hit  hu¬ 
man  beings,”  Heisler  says.  “Whatever  officer  did  that  should 
be  held  accountable.  There  should  be  criminal  penalties.” 
She  adds  that  she  recently  traveled  to  Portland  to  conduct 
research  on  the  Portland  Police  Bureau’s  use  of  gas. 

Houston  says  that  he  experienced  chest  bruising  from 
the  canister  and  the  after  effects  of  inhaling  the  tear  gas  and 
fumes  from  the  pepper  balls.  Several  days  after  the  incident, 
he  went  to  the  hospital  to  get  his  injuries  checked  out. 

The  canister  can  cause  organ  damage  or  arrhythmias 
if  it  hits  someone  in  the  chest,  Heisler  says.  In  addition, 
people  inhale  the  smoke  in  front  of  their  faces,  which 
causes  irritation  to  the  skin,  eyes  and  lungs. 

This  is  also  dangerous  because,  Heisler  says,  com¬ 
panies  that  produce  weapons  often  lack  transparency 
when  it  comes  to  what  chemicals  are  actually  used. 

“We  are  not  getting  information  so  it  is  hard  to  know 
how  to  treat  it,”  she  says. 

There  have  also  been  reports  of  EPD  using  expired  tear 
gas  on  protesters.  Captain  Eric  Klinko  addressed  this  at  the 
press  conference  by  explaining  that  the  expired  gas  is  just 
“less  potent,”  comparing  it  to  old  medicine.  On  the  label  of 
the  canister  it  clearly  says,  “Do  not  use  after  expiration  date.” 

“1  don’t  think  that  is  good  research,”  Heiser  says.  If 
the  chemical  makeup  of  these  weapons  are  unknown,  the 
effects  of  the  expired  chemicals  are  also  not  understood. 

In  response  to  EW's  record  request,  EPD  also  refer¬ 
enced  its  policy  on  tear  gas  use,  which  does  not  explain 
how  it  is  used,  and  mostly  focuses  on  who  has  the  au¬ 
thority  to  use  it. 

The  city  of  Sacramento  has  a  long  list  of  instructions  on 
when  and  how  to  use  chemical  munitions  for  controlling 
crowds.  In  its  instructions  for  arming  a  smoke  grenade 
and  throwing  a  riot  smoke  grenade,  it  advises  never  to 
throw  it  overhead. 

“Do  not  throw  the  grenade  using  the  overhand  lob  or 
overhand  baseball  throw.  This  could  result  in  an  air-burst, 
causing  unnecessary,  accidental  injury  to  individuals  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  air-burst,”  the  manual  says. 

But  in  the  RG  video  footage,  the  arc  of  the  canister 
appears  to  be  thrown  overhead  from  the  turret  at  the 
top  of  the  BearCat.  At  the  June  EPD  press  conference, 
Klinko  said  that  it  is  supposed  to  be  tossed  underhand, 
but  someone  from  the  BearCat  could  potentially  need  to 
throw  it  overhand. 

“In  a  turret,  for  instance,  if  only  this  much  of  your  body 
is  out,  you  might  need  to  overhand  toss  it,”  Klinko  said. 
“Someone  getting  hit  is  not  the  objective.  It's  absolutely  not.”  ■

One-of-a-Kind  Dogs 

Luvable  Dog  Rescue  offers  a  second  chance  for  dogs  with  disabilities  by  joey  cappelletti 


n  Liesl  Wilhardt’s  home,  how  your  snout  looks  isn’t 
really  that  big  of  a  deal.  Wilhardt’s  two  dogs,  Picasso 
and  Wacku,  have  gained  fame  around  the  world  for 
their  distinctive  features.  And  this  isn’t  the  first  time 
Wildhardt  and  her  rescues  have  made  it  big  —  in  2009  El 
Diablo,  a  supposedly  incorrigible  dog,  was  in  National 
Geographic’s  The  Dog  Whisperer  episode  of  “Chihuahuas 
from  Hell.” 

In  2018,  Picasso,  a  pitbull-Chihuahua-Pomeranian 
mix,  went  viral  for  his  face  deformity  —  even  winning  the 
Oregon  Humane  Society  Diamond  Collar  Hero  Award 
for  overcoming  the  odds.  Wacku  came  to  Luvable  Dog 
Rescue  after  his  upper  jaw  was  hacked  off  by  a  machete 
in  2012.  After  he  was  maimed,  Wacku  was  instrumental 
to  reforming  animal  cruelty  laws  in  the  Phillipines  and 
was  even  presented  at  a  hearing  in  that  county’s  House 
of  Representatives. 

While  Picasso  and  Wacku  have  found  a  permanent 
home  with  Wilhardt,  there  are  many  more  dogs  at  Luv¬ 
able  Dog  Rescue  that  are  still  looking  for  their  perma¬ 
nent  home. 

Wilhardt  first  started  the  nonprofit  Luvable  Dog  Res¬ 
cue  in  1999  and  has  saved  thousands  of  dogs  from  death 
row.  Wilhardt  brings  the  dogs  to  her  55-acre  property 


outside  of  Eugene  where  she  and  other  volunteers  work 
to  rehab  the  often  neglected  and  abused  dogs. 

“We’ve  always  taken  what  1  guess  would  be  defined  as 
special  needs  dogs,”  Wilhardt  says.  “We’ve  always  felt 
they  are  highly  adoptable  with  just  some  training  and 
learning  how  to  communicate  with  them  and  the  senses 
they  have.  They  are  incredibly  adaptable  and  resilient.” 

Lumahai  is  a  Staffordshire  bull  terrier  that  was  born 


unable  to  walk  and  is  currently  up  for  adoption  at  Luv¬ 
able  Dog  Rescue.  Wilhardt  says  that  when  they  first  got 
Lumahai,  doctors  had  no  idea  what  her  life  expectancy 
would  be.  One  doctor  even  suggested  that  she  be  eutha¬ 
nized.  But  extensive  testing  revealed  that  she  was  in  no 
pain  and  was  healthy,  Wilhardt  says  that  she  decided  to 
take  on  the  challenge. 

“She’s  so  happy  and  able  to  live  a  fulfilling  life  still,” 
Wilhardt  says.  “Lucky  for  me  she  only  grew  to  13  pounds, 
which  is  tiny  for  a  Staffordshire  bull  terrier.  It  enables  me 
to  carry  her  around  everywhere.  It’s  like  nature  said  to 
her,  Tm  not  going  to  let  you  walk,  but  I’m  going  to  make 
you  tiny  so  you  can  be  carried  everywhere.’” 

Jacqueline  McClure  decided  to  adopt  from  Luvable  Dog 
Rescue  after  following  the  recovery  of  Theo,  a  partially 
paralyzed  pitbull,  on  Luvable's  instagram  account.  Months 
of  rehab  at  both  Luvable  and  McClure’s  home  have  helped 
Theo  return  to  full  strength  after  doctors  had  previously 
said  he  would  never  use  his  back  legs  again. 

“Going  through  Luvable  is  an  awesome  experience 
because  they  are  really  supportive  and  they  are  there  to 
help,”  McClure  says.  ■

Mf  ke  and  Max 

Even  university  presidents  can  dream  of  getting  to  know 
man’s  best  friend  by  bob  keeper 


When  he  was  a  boy  growing  up  in  Texas,  Mike 
Schill  wanted  a  dog.  His  parents  said,  “No.” 

Llash  forward  a  few  decades,  and  when 
Schill  became  president  of  the  University  of 
Oregon  in  2015,  he  still  wanted  that  dog.  “My  parents  did  not 
want  pets,  and  I’ve  wanted  a  dog  ever  since  1  came  here,”  he 
says  during  a  masked,  outdoor,  afternoon  visit  on  the  nearly 
deserted  UO  campus. 

At  first,  reality  intervened.  Schill,  who  is  single,  imagined 
having  his  dog  with  him  all  the  time.  But  the  UO  doesn’t  allow 
dogs  in  offices,  and  he  thought  it  would  set  a  poor  example 
for  him  to  bring  his  dog  to  work  in  violation  of  the  rules  that 
pertain  to  everyone  else.  Plus  he  traveled  all  the  time  for  his  job. 

But  Schill  had  a  vision.  “My  picture  of  being  president  was  to  be  walking  on  campus  and  having 
people  come  up,  you  know,  young  people  petting  the  dog  and  enjoying  the  dog,  you  know,  a  great 
ice  breaker  with  students  and  things  like  that.  And  the  problem  was  my  schedule  was  so  crazy  that 
1  wasn't  going  to  be  around  really,  to  take  care  of  the  dog  and  to  get  to  know  the  dog.” 

Then  the  pandemic  changed  everything.  What  with  working  from  home,  as  so  many  people  now 
do,  and  with  incessant  travel  suddenly  off  the  table,  Schill  finally  saw  his  chance  to  have  a  dog  he 
could  spend  plenty  of  time  with. 

Enter  Max,  an  ebulliently  friendly  young  spaniel  who  arrived  in  May  from  Raining  Dogs  Rescue 
in  Eugene.  It  has  a  very  specific  mission  of  placing  dogs  in  forever  homes  here  from  shelters  in 
Texas  and  New  Mexico. 

Max,  Schill  explains,  is  somewhere  between  two  and  four  years  old.  Little  is  known  of  his  background, 
except  that  he  arrived  at  a  shelter  in  Texas  with  the  name  “Dallas.”  Schill  liked  “Max”  better. 

Whatever  his  background  may  be.  Max  is  sweet,  energetic  and  friendly.  He  adores  Schill  and 
likes  to  jump  up  and  down  in  front  of  him  like  a  furry  pogo  stick. 

“The  only  time  he’ll  ever  leave  my  sight  is  -  it's  sort  of  interesting  -  if  you  give  him  a  treat,  what 
he'll  do  is  he'll  go  upstairs  to  eat  it.  1  think  where  he  was,  there  were  probably  other  dogs.  So  he'll 
run  up  the  stairs  and  then  sometimes  he'll  hide  it.  Sometimes  1  find  things  in  my  bed.” 

It’s  not  entirely  clear  what  Max’s  precise  breed  is,  though  Schill,  a  lawyer  who  loves  research,  has 
done  his  homework.  He  pulls  out  his  phone  to  show  a  photo  he’s  found  online  of  3.  Kooikerhondje, 
a  Dutch  spaniel  that  indeed  looks  quite  a  bit  like  Max. 

Reading  on  the  American  Kennel  Club  site  you  discover  why  Max  turns  out  to  be  the  perfect 
dog  for  a  UO  president:  The  Kooikerhondje,  it  says,  was  originally  bred  in  the  Netherlands  as  a 
“duck  decoy  dog.”  Go  Ducks!  ■ 
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Pizza  and  puppies.  Name  a  more  iconic  duo.

If  you’ve  recently  been  to  the  corner  of  19th  and  Agate  for  a  scoop 
of  Prince  Piickler’s  or  an  evening  at  Beppe  and  Gianni’s,  you  may 
have  noticed  the  brick-oven  Hey  Neighbor!  Pizza  House  just  a  few 
doors  down.  And  if  you’ve  been  really  lucky,  you  may  have  caught 
a  glimpse  of  their  two  corgi  mascots,  Roux  and  Phife. 

“We  kind  of  owe  it  to  them  that  we  found  this  place,”  Calen  Willis 
says.  Willis,  Dug  Beaird  and  Adie  Coy  co-own  the  restaurant,  which 
opened  in  September  2018. 

It’s  only  fitting  that  the  dog  on  the  logo  is  modeled  after  five-year-old 
male,  Phife.  He  and  his  older  sister,  Roux,  make  an  appearance  at  their 
business  once  every  couple  of  weeks.  It’s  important  that  they  socialize 
with  the  customers  and  taste  the  pizza  on  occasion.  Their  favorite  is 
pepperoni. 

“This  whole  patio  is  really  dog-friendly  and  that’s  a  focus  we  wanted 
from  the  get-go,”  Calen  says.  He  says  that  diners  are  always  happy  and 
excited  to  see  the  dogs,  and  like  to  pet  them  during  their  meal.  Roux 
and  Phife  do  not  go  in  the  kitchen,  and  tables  are  immediately  sanitized 
if  they  decide  to  hop  up  and  say  hi  to  the  diners. 

Right  now.  Hey  Neighbor  has  only  one  location.  Willis  says  that  if 
they  open  another  restaurant,  it  would  have  to  be  in  the  right  space, 
as  they  are  very  neighborhood-focused. 

“Even  throughout  all  the  COVID  stuff,  we  wouldn’t  be  doing  half  as 
good  as  we  normally  would  if  it  weren’t  for  the  community  supporting 
us,”  Calen  says.  ■

A  doctor  and  his  dog  brave  COVID-19  together

t  Mckenzie  Willamette  Medical  Center,  Dr.  Mark  Brauner  works  strange  hours  —  and  he’s 
virtually  always  on  call.  When  COVlD-19  began  ramping 
up  in  March,  Brauner  flew  to  New  York  for  a  month  to  help 
out  at  Columbia  University's  Irving  Medical  Center.  It’s 
exhausting  work  in  its  immediacy;  and  during  a  national  pandemic, 
the  stakes  couldn’t  be  higher. 

Thankfully,  he’s  got  Shasta. 

“We  sort  of  joke  that  she’s  famous  because  everybody  in  south 
Eugene  seems  to  know  her,”  Brauner  says.  “But  they  don’t  know  us. 

Like,  we’re  just  the  people  who  feed  Shasta.” 

Shasta  is  a  chow  shepherd  mix  who’s  been  described  as  large  and 
fluffy.  She  has  a  rusty  black  coat  mixed  with  amber  throughout  her 
legs  and  body,  and  doesn’t  shy  from  children  or  strangers.  She  has 
sweet  eyes  and  is  known  to  roll  onto  her  back  when  people  approach, 
hoping  for  belly  rubs. 

Brauner  got  Shasta  nearly  nine  years  ago  from  Greenhill  Humane  Society.  She’d  been  found 
running  around  a  farm  with  her  pups  that  looked  nothing  like  her.  Apparently,  she  was  hard  to  catch, 
and  animal  control  had  to  go  out  multiple  times  to  try  and  bring  her  in. 

“Shasta  is  not  the  brightest  dog  in  the  world,”  Brauner  says.  “We  call  her  an  emotional  giant.  She 
just  has  that  unconditional  love.” 

Shasta  became  a  true  neighborhood  celebrity  after  staying  with  multiple  different  families  while 
Brauner ’s  own  family  went  traveling  for  a  year  in  2016.  While  Shasta  traveled  through  the  neighborhood, 
the  family  went  all  over  the  globe,  often  volunteering  where  they  went.  Like  Shasta,  it  appears  to  be 
in  their  nature  to  serve  and  give  back  wherever  they  go. 

“Shasta  distributes  her  love  and  affection  really  well,”  Brauner  says.  “She  knows  when  you’re  feel¬ 
ing  down  and  need  extra  attention.” 

At  the  end  of  July,  Shasta’s  health  began  to  quickly  decline;  she  was  losing  weight  and  having 
trouble  walking. 

“It’s  pretty  clear  that  this  is  the  end  of  her  life,”  Brauner  says.  “Probably  in  the  next  few  weeks. 
The  vet  said  we  could  be  aggressive  and  acquire  biopsies,  which  are  invasive  and  painful,  and  then 
chemotherapy.” 

Shasta  slowly  walks  over,  stumbling  a  bit,  before  flopping  down  at  Dr.  Brauner’s  feet,  exposing 
her  belly.  He  reaches  down  to  rub  her. 

“1  deal  with  a  lot  of  end  of  life  stuff,”  Brauner  says.  “Our  plan  is  just  to  spend  a  lot  of  time  with  her 
and  love  on  her  a  bunch.”  ■ 


Emily  Chappell,  co¬ 
owner  of  Old  Nick’s 
Pub,  is  otherwise 
known  by  her  friends 
as  “Dr.  Dolittle.”  That’s  because 
she  has  a  horse,  three  cats,  a 
wolfdog,  fish,  chickens,  ducks, 
quail  and  a  starling  all  living  in 
her  backyard. 

“1  have  a  bit  of  a  menagerie,” 

Chappell  says.  The  animals, 
except  the  horse,  live  on  Nyman’s  third  of  an  acre  property  just  out¬ 
side  of  town. 

She  says  her  pets  give  her  a  break  from  the  constant  socializing 
she  does  at  Nick’s.  “At  heart  I’m  definitely  an  introvert.” 

“1  find  the  times  that  I'm  riding  my  horse,  with  Moro  [her  wolfdog], 
out  in  the  woods  1  don't  have  to  worry  about  anything  besides  just 
breathing  and  enjoying  the  experience.” 

Chappell  says  she  has  always  had  pets,  but  that  she  first  started 

building  her  avian  family  when  she 
was  going  through  cancer  treat¬ 
ment  for  Hodgkin’s  lymphoma 
from  2010  to  2012.  “All  my  life  I’d 
wanted  a  canary  because  they  have 
the  most  beautiful  song.” 

So  she  bought  one  and  named 
him  Lreddie  Mercury. 

“1  would  be  feeling  down  and  1 
would  hear  that  pretty  song  and  it 
would  give  me  something  to  focus 
on  and  remind  me  of  all  the  beautiful  things  on  Earth.  ”  Her  quail, 
chicken  and  ducks  are  all  “prolific  layers,”  and  Chappell  and  her 
husband  are  continually  giving  away  eggs.  She  says  they  are  delicious. 

“There's  something  special  about  an  animal  that's  been  well  cared 
for.  It  gets  to  roam  free-range  on  grass  and  eat  insects  and  just  be 
happy,”  she  says.  “It’s  like  you  can  taste  the  happiness,  as  cheesy  as 
that  sounds.”  ■ 


The  Strength  Within 

A  famous  local  blind  horse  can  do  more  than  most  sighted  horses  by  taylor  perse 


Endo  the  Blind  meanders  over  to  the  fence  on  the 
far  side  of  his  indoor  arena  in  Springfield.  The 
horse  doesn’t  have  any  eyes,  but  senses  where 
the  fencing  is  and  notices  if  the  gate  is  open. 
Endo  can  even  tell  when  there  is  a  pole  on  the  ground. 

“1  don’t  know  how  he  does  that,”  says  Morgan  Wagner, 
his  trainer.  When  he  first  went  blind,  Wagner  wasn’t  sure 
if  she  could  ever  ride  him  again. 

She  was  able  to  ride,  and  more.  The  20-year-old 
appaloosa  goes  on  trails,  jumps  and  competes  —  just  last 
year  becoming  a  national  champion  in  working  equitation. 
He  wasn’t  always  blind,  and  the  impressive  abilities  and 
skills  he’s  learned  since  losing  his  eyes  have  garnered 
recognition  and  fascination  from  horse-lovers  around 
the  country. 

Wagner  was  13  when  her  grandma  told  her  to  pick  out 
a  horse,  so  she  picked  Endo,  a  few-months-old  colt.  She 
didn’t  know  much  about  horses  at  the  time,  but  after 
learning  how  to  put  the  halter  on  she  worked  her  way  up 
to  riding  Endo. 

When  Endo  was  8,  Wagner  noticed  his  eyes  started 
getting  weepy  and  that  he  was  in  pain.  The  vet  diagnosed 
him  with  equine  recurrent  uveitis,  glaucoma  and  cataracts. 
Wagner  was  given  medicine  to  administer  and  did  her  best 
to  mitigate  her  horse’s  pain,  but  his  condition  continued 
to  worsen. 

As  Endo’s  pain  progressed  Wagner’s  vet  helped  her 
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make  the  decision  to  fully  remove  one  of  his  eyes.  He 
would  have  eventually  gone  blind  anyway.  Though  he  was 
fearful  at  first,  Wagner  gently  helped  him  adjust  to  his  new 
condition,  but  she  knew  they  were  still  on  borrowed  time 
for  when  the  second  eye  needed  to  come  out. 

And  six  months  later,  it  did. 

“One  thing  1  did  not  expect  is  that  when  he  had  one 
badly  damaged  eye  still  left  he  could  see  light  and  dark, 
which  helped  him  maintain  his  balance,”  Wagner  says. 
“When  he  became  completely  sightless,  he  was  stumbling 
around,  and  we  had  to  do  some  therapy  work.” 

Wagner  had  looked  for  resources  for  training  blind 
horses,  but  found  nothing.  She  had  to  find  the  right  meth¬ 


ods  with  trial  and  error.  Endo  slowly  learned  how  to  be  a 
horse  again  with  Wagner’s  diligent  training,  transforming 
visual  cues  into  verbal  ones. 

It  also  helped  that  Endo  had  a  companion  —  a  29-inch 
brown  miniature  horse  named  Cinnamon.  When  Endo  was 
going  blind,  Wagner  rescued  the  neglected  miniature  so 
Endo  would  have  a  buddy. 

Wagner  lets  Endo  out  of  his  stall  and  into  the  arena. 
He  walks  up  next  to  her  with  as  much  confidence  as  if  he 
could  see  where  she  was  standing. 

“Endo,  rear,”  she  says.  And  the  horse  stands  up  on 
his  hind  legs. 

“Lay  down,”  she  says.  Endo  folds  up  his  legs  and  lies 
down  on  the  ground. 

Those  commands  and  relearning  spatial  awareness 
took  more  than  a  year  of  repetition  and  training  to  get 
down.  Eventually,  he  was  proficient  enough  to  compete. 
Now,  he  can  do  everything  a  sighted  horse  can  do. 

“The  only  issue  1  have  is  that  he’s  opinionated  and  likes 
to  go  fast,”  she  jokes.  She  adds  that  Endo  likes  to  be  the 
leader  of  the  group  during  a  trail  ride,  a  trait  she  thought 
would  go  away  with  blindness. 

But  Endo  was  strong  and  resilient. 

“1  think  that’s  made  him  who  he  is,  too.”  ■

SlimeShine  Shines  Again 

2019  SLUG  QUEEN  HOLDS  ONTO  HER  CROWN  AND  TITLE  FOR  ANOTHER  YEAR 


ith  the  second  Friday  of  August 
come  and  gone,  the  2020  SLUG 
queen  has  officially  been 
announced  —  and  she  just  so 
happens  to  be  a  very  familiar 
figure. 

“We  realized  that  this  has 
not  been  the  best  year  for  me  being  able  to  participate 
in  events,”  says  Jenette  Kime,  AKA  Raining  Goddess 
SluGoddess  SlimeShine,  who  was  named  to  a  second 
year-long  term  last  week.  “We  thought,  'What  would  the 
new  queen’s  “rain”  look  like?’  T hey  would  be  in  the  same 
boat  and  it  wouldn’t  really  be  fair  to  bring  them  on  when 
they  can’t  do  any  events.” 

If  you  haven’t  figured  it  out  already,  the  SLUG  queen 
competition  is  not  your  typical  beauty  pageant.  Since 
1983,  wanna-be  queens  have  competed  every  year  to 
see  who  will  become  Eugene’s  unofficial  ambassador  or 
SLUG  (Society  for  the  Legitimization  of  the  Ubiquitous 
Gastropod)  queen. 

Rather  than  basing  the  competition  on  such 
unimportant  traits  as  beauty  and  grace,  the  SLUG 
competition  crowns  those  with  witty  personalities, 
SLUGtastic  costumes  and  entertaining  talents.  Bribery 
is  an  acceptable  and  welcomed  component  of  the 
competition,  as  one  of  the  SLUG  mottos  is  to  “bribe

early  and  bribe  often.”  Slugs  are  gender  neutral,  which 
means  queens  may  identify  as  any  gender.  In  fact,  nine 
of  the  36  SLUG  queens  are  male. 

The  judges  of  the  competitions  include  old  queens, 
never  referred  to  as  “past”  or  “former,”  and  they  favor 
contestants  with  the  most  creative  bribes.  Kime  made 
it  a  priority  to  bribe  early  and  often,  a  decision  which 
ultimately  led  to  her  victorious  2019  and  2020  rains.  And 
like  calling  them  old  queens  and  very  old  queens,  “rain” 
is  SLUG  terminology. 

“Each  month  on  the  ninth,  starting  in  December,  1 
delivered  something  to  the  old  queens’  homes,”  Kime 
says.  “1  made  cookies,  picked  flowers,  sandblasted  my  logo 
onto  vases,  made  necklaces  —  1  just  tried  to  do  something 
that  was  functional,  but  fun  and  green.” 

The  day  after  Kime  was  crowned  2019  SLUG  queen, 
she  went  to  Saturday  Market  and  “blessed  the  booths.” 
In  the  following  months,  she  made  appearances  at  First 
Friday  Art  Walk  in  October,  a  homecoming  parade,  T rek 


Theatre  and  the  Suddenly  Sleepy  5k  race.  Kime  says  she 
was  attending  a  couple  of  events  every  month  up  until 
March,  when  everything  shut  down. 

“1  had  all  these  really  cool  events  that  were  just 
canceled,”  Kime  says. 

Fortunately,  the  EUGfun  Sunday  Slow  Roll  was  able 
to  take  place  earlier  this  month  with  social-distance 
protocols  in  place  and  masks  required.  A  live  D  J  parade 
rolled  through  Eugene  neighborhoods  playing  music  to 
those  on  their  doorsteps  and  front  yards. 

“1  think  that  it  was  really  good  to  get  out  in  the 
community,”  Kime  says.  “We  just  saw  people  in  their 
yards  who  were  happy  to  hear  music  and  see  something 
that  was  normal.” 

The  three  contestants  who  were  planning  on  competing 
in  this  year’s  SLUG  competition  agreed  that  the  best 
idea  would  be  to  re-crown  SluGoddess  SlimeShine.  Kime 
says  all  three  contestants  were  sad  that  there  would  be 
no  event  this  year,  but  excited  about  having  a  whole  year 
to  prepare  for  the  2021  competition. 

“1  thought  there  would  be  a  manual,  but  there  really  are 
no  rules,”  Kime  says  about  her  rain  as  queen.  “There’s  no 
expectation  that  you  do  any,  all,  some  events.  But  since 
I’m  an  event  junkie,  1  want  to  have  more  opportunities 
to  wear  my  crown.”  ■

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Visualizing  Racial  Justice 


A  NEW  MURAL  IN  DOWNTOWN  EUGENE  COMMEMORATES  THE  DEATHS 
OF  GEORGE  FLOYD  AND  BREONNA  TAYLOR

The  somber  painted  faces  of  George 
Floyd  and  Breonna  Taylor  stare  down 
at  passersby  from  a  new  mural  at  8th 
Avenue  and  Olive  Street. 

The  mural  might  be  the  first  mural 
in  Eugene  that  calls  for  equal  justice 
for  Black  Americans,  according  to 
businesswoman  Betty  Snowden.  In  addition  to  Floyd’s 
and  Taylor’s  faces,  the  names  of  14  other  Black  victims 
of  police  brutality  are  listed  on  the  bottom.  The  words 
“We  will  always  see  you,  we  will  always  say  your  name” 
frame  the  12-byT8-foot  art  piece,  a  message  Snowden 
hopes  will  resonate  with  everyone  who  sees  it. 

“1  thought  it  was  fitting  to  have  it  in  Eugene,  Oregon, 
just  to  show  that  we  need  change  in  this  city,”  Snowden 
says.  “1  hope  that  when  people  look  at  that  mural,  that 
we  can  look  within  ourselves  and  say,  'How  can  1  help  be 
the  change  that  we  so  desperately  need  in  the  area?”’ 

Snowden,  a  longtime  fundraiser  and  Eugene  business 
owner,  had  the  mural  painted  by  an  anonymous  artist  on 
the  wall  of  a  building  she  owns  downtown.  Otherwise,  she 
says,  it  probably  wouldn’t  have  gotten  done. 

Snowden  describes  the  mural  as  a  memory  wall  for 
Black  people  who  have  been  murdered  by  police.  She 


says  she  has  seen  people  walk  by,  look  at  Floyd’s  and 
Taylor’s  faces,  and  start  to  cry. 

“We  need  to  keep  this  in  front  of  the  people,”  Snowden 
says.  “Every  morning  1  try  to  go  and  look  in  their  eyes, 
and  I’m  just  letting  them  know  that,  somehow,  there’s 
going  to  be  justice  for  them.” 

On  Aug.  18,  Snowden  changed  the  name  of  an  Oregon 
nonprofit  she  registered  three  years  ago  as  Betty  Cares  to 


8:46  Justice  Today,  which  refers  to  the  eight  minutes  and 
46  seconds  that  a  police  officer  kept  his  knee  on  Floyd’s 
neck  during  the  May  25  incident  that  killed  him.  On  that 
day,  Snowden  says,  she  was  given  a  new  sense  of  dedication 
and  saw  what  she  needed  to  do  to  get  equal  justice. 

“1  think  that  people  don’t  understand  what  we  have 
to  go  through  as  a  Black  business  downtown,”  Snowden 
says.  “1  know  people  in  this  town  probably  get  tired  of 
hearing  it,  but  they  need  to  understand  that  when  we 
say  what  we  are  going  through,  we  are  actually  going 
through  these  things.” 

Snowden  says  her  business.  Glamour  Girls  and  Guys 
Hair  Studio,  125  W.  Broadway,  is  a  constant  target  for 
racial  harassment.  The  business  was  targeted  on  July 
13,  when  a  group  of  people  blocked  the  entrance,  banged 
on  security  bars  with  skateboards  and  backpacks  and 
screamed  racial  slurs,  including  the  N-word.  It  was  not 
the  first  time  something  like  this  has  happened,  she  says. 

“When  we’re  told  that  white  lives  matter,  is  that 
acceptable?  When  we’re  told  to  go  back  to  Africa,  is  that 
acceptable?”  Snowden  says.  “We  may  not  fit  according  to 
their  standards,  but  we  fit  according  to  our  standards. 
And  we’re  not  going  anyplace.” 

If  COVID  allows,  Snowden  would  like  to  have  a  dedication 
in  the  coming  weeks  for  Black  victims  of  police  brutality. 
She  plans  to  put  more  murals  and  artwork  pertaining  to 
equal  justice  on  other  walls  she  owns  around  Eugene. 

“It’s  the  first  one  in  Eugene,  and  1  hope  it’s  not  the 
last  one,”  Snowden  says.  “But  1  don’t  think  you’ll  have 
one  that  nice,  1  really  don’t.”  ■
